Ex-Francis student: Our views were our own

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Hard work 
planned in 
Big Easy 


By Brian Davidson 

Andover Youth Services Director Bill 
Fahey is planning a community service trip 
to the Big Easy this summer and is inviting 
some Andover kids to come along. But it 
will anything but easy. 

“You have to be in high school, you have 
to have a good attitude and be willing to roll 
up your sleeves and work hard for the peo- 
ple of New Orleans,” he said. “It’s unbeliev- 
able the amount of work that still needs to 
be done down there.” 

Fahey has never actually been to New 
Orleans, but when 2000 Andover High 
graduate and former AYS counselor Pat 
Sullivan returned from a recent trip to the 
city, he told Fahey that damages sustained 
during Hurricane Katrina were still very 
much a problem there. 

“A lot of people think New Orleans is 
pretty much already rebuilt by what they see 
on TV,” Fahey said. 

Fahey and Sullivan, along with Paul Car- 
dona, another former Andover resident 
involved with AYS, decided to give 
Andover kids the opportunity to help 
rebuild the battered city. 

They organized a community service trip 
through Common Ground Relief, an organi- 
zation dedicated to Hurricane relief in the 
Gulf Coast region. The trip will be from 
Aug. | to 16, and those who go will actual- 
ly be staying in one of the houses that they 
are helping to rebuild. 

“There will be a number of different 
tasks that Common Ground will want us to 
do,” said Fahey. “We're going to be the team 
from Andover willing to do anything.” 

Fahey said the group will work 14-hour | 
days, but anticipates that it will be a life- 
changing trip for anyone who chooses to 
participate. 

“It should be quite and experience,” he 
said. “And it could be the beginning of 
many more experiences like this for the 
Andover kids.” 

So far, seven people have signed up and 
there is room for about four more. The total 
cost is $495 per person, including airfare. 
Contact Bill Fahey at AYS if interested. 

“We might go there as 12 or 15 
strangers,” said Fahey. “But we're going to 
come back good friends.”

holding jobs or school attendance among 
daily commitments. 

“(The collective’s formation] really 
came out of a call from Evan who called 
one day and said there were lots of floods 
and people who meeded help,” said Alia 
Ghabra,a member of the collective, origi- 
nally of San Diego and currently of Jamaica 
Plain. 

“Tt wasn't like we had an exact plan,” 
Greer said. “We Were just responding to 
whatever came Our way. Some days, we 
weren't doing anything, and then the phone 
would stat ringing: off its hook. It was pret- 
ty hectic for a while.” More recently, the 
calls they are receiving are from individuals 
who saw the group’s Web site, and are 
seeking help. 

Residents cam contact the group at 
WWW.Watersrising .<Ccom. 

“It’seasy for us to analyze how effective 
we're being. We are more amorphous than 
any organization-ty pe effort because we can 
change and base Ounrselves on the needs of 
others,” Ghabra said. 

Group members emphasized that anyone 
can do what they are doing. None are 
trained disaster-reliee-f workers or being paid 
for their work. 

“Ourhope is that other communities will 
do this, and that other people will organize 
in this community,” Greer said. “It can be as simple 
as lending a sump pump.” 

The group has been collecting sump pumps from 
Andover and bringimg them to Lawrence and Low- 
ell. 

“We seeaneed and fill it,” Greer said. “It seems 
so basic, and yet FEMA and Red Cross seem inca- 
pable.” 

Noel Boxer, Federal Emergency Management 
Agency public relations officer, is happy that the 
volunteers are pitching in, but notes that FEMA has 
a specific role. FEMLA offers financial help includ- 
ing loan and grant assistance for those eligible, said 
Boxer. He admits that the process can be frustrating 
for victims, but saicd that the group is controlled by 
Congress, and has to put procedures in place to 
guard against fraud - 

“T'm glad to hear they (Waters Rising) are out 
there helping folks. I am sure that people need it,” 
he said.

another. 

Greer, a graduate of the Cambridge School of 
Weston, and college sophomore currently on leave 
from Swarthmore College, said he put the word out 
via Internet and flyers that volunteers were needed 
for a grassroots activist response to the flood. 

“There is a network of people in the sense that 
there are people across the country who know of 
each other or know people who know people who 
are activists,” Greer said. “We tend to put the word 
out in that network. In any community you can find 
these groups, people grassroots networking, and try- 
ing to build communities.” 

Recent Andover High School graduate Lisa Har- 
ney heard about the group online. 

“I contacted [Greer] after that, because I was 
interested in getting involved,” said Harney, who 
plans to attend Marlboro College in Vermont this 
fall. “I had been less active in the community than I 
would have liked to be, so this was an opportunity. 
I've had a lot of ideals, but haven’t put them into 
action. I didn’t know how.” 

Harney said she will definitely continue grass- 
roots activism because the experience has been 
quite positive, despite work that is hard physically 
and mentally. “I feel like we are giving the commu- 
nity help it needs that it wasn’t getting otherwise.” 


Community help 

From pulling a moldy carpet from someone’s 
home, to sharing meals and shelter at the Greers’ , 
the collective's effort has been a group effort. 
Similarly, the Andover community is supporting 
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their efforts in various ways. 

“Wild Oats has been really awe- 
some,” said Ghabra. “We made a vegan 
chili for 200 people at Lazarus House. 
Wild Oats provided all the ingredients. 
Pat Scanlon (Andover recycling activist) 
gave us many plastic recycling bins 
which we’ve used to clean out the 
Lazarus House’s basement.” In addition, 
Andover Unitarian Universalist Church 
and North Parish of North Andover 
donated money and food to the group’s 
efforts. 

Greer said it seemed natural to first 
lend their efforts to Lawrence. After 
working with Common Ground Collec- 
tive in New Orleans after Hurricane Kat- 
rina, he said he became aware of “sys- 
temic racism in government relief” or 
the lack of relief. 

The group admits its focus is not in 
Andover, because the “town is fairly 
well off, so we have been redistributing 
[Andover’s] resources to surrounding 
towns,” according to Greer. Some other 
sites the group has visited lie in Dracut 
and Lowell. They have not helped any 
residents in Andover, because none have 
called looking for assistance. Members 
say they didn’t know about the devasta- 
tion at Washington Park or Balmoral 
Condominiums, where more than 100 
residents remain homeless. 

“The injustices that are existent in society are 
amplified during disaster,” Greer said. “We initially 
put out a bunch of calls to community organizations 
in Lawrence. Lazarus House called back and said 
that their basement, where they kept over 15,000 
pounds of food, was flooded.” 

In addition to Lazarus House, the group has 
helped several individuals clean out their basements, 
in some cases gutting the basements. Many people 
they have helped have been single mothers, elderly 
people, and disabled individuals. What each has in 
common is that their needs were not fully met by 
the bureaucratic organizations in place to implement 
help and support in an emergency. 

“Oppression, whether gender, race or class, is 
amplified in disaster, and needs to be addressed,” 
Greer said. 

Boxer said FEMA has safeguards in place to 
make sure that victims who do not speak English 
deal with representatives who speak their language. 
Similarly, there are equal rights officers in place, 
where anyone can turn if they feel their treatment 
has been unfair. 

“I think that overall people are satisfied,” said 
Boxer. “Every day I visit the recovery center. I run 
into folks who have already got money in their bank 
accounts from FEMA. Every day I run into more 
and more folks who are happy and who have 
received funds.” 

While the collective seem to be busy affecting 
change in the area, members do not plan to contin- 
ue indefinitely. 

“We've been trying to disband for a while,” 
Ghabra said, “and we will once

Before the 2003-04 school 
year, the Andover School Com- 
mittee approved a student trans- 
portation policy that provides 
transportation to students in 
grades 7-12 on a fee basis.

The room in your house 
where the computer sits can be 
a dangerous place, representa- 
tives from Microsoft Corp. told 
Andover kids and parents last 
week.

Americans that its recent survey 
indicated use the Web. 

“The Internet is a great 
enabler,” said Mary Ann Blake, 
a program manager for con- 
sumer security at Microsoft. 
“Kids are using it to explore and 
do homework and we want to 
make sure that they take advan- 
tage of it. But we also want to 
make sure that they have a safe 
and positive experience.” 

Get Net Safe speakers told 
kids to apply the same com- 
mon-sense safety rules they use 
in the physical world to the 
Internet. They emphasized the 
dangers of talking to strangers 


intimidated because they feel 
that their kids are more techni- | 
cally savvy than they are,” said | 
Blake. “We were telling them 
that they don’t need to be tech- | 
nical experts to help keep their | 
kids safe online.” 

Parents were urged to estab- | 
lish household rules for Internet | 
use, such as creating a daily 
time limit or cut-off time at 
night, and requiring their kids to | 
keep the door open when using 
the computer. The Get Net Safe 
team recommended that parents 
keep their computer in a com- 
mon room, and that they discuss 
with their children the impor- 
tance of telling a trusted adult if

drive. Francis, a board member 
of SDP and a Somerville resi- 
dent, said the organization is a 
pro-Palestinian human rights 
group. Some other Somerville 
residents called SDP anti-Semit- 
ic, and expressed concern that 
Francis was recruiting Andover 
High students to work for the 
group. Francis admitted to ask- 
ing the students if they wanted to 
work for SDP, and said they 
were paid $8 to $10 per hour to 
canvass door to door. 

The Andover School Com- 
mittee is not conducting an offi- 
cial investigation into the matter, 
as personnel issues are handled 
by the school administration, but 
some members worry Francis is 
violating school policy. 

“I have no problem with 
political views no matter how 


Francis offers his views 


After Ron Francis posted an 
article on the SDP Web site 
defending Hamas from media 
bias, Andover High graduate and 
Israeli citizen Eric Danis wrote a 
letter condemning him. “Would 
a true human rights activist 
defend and support a group that 
has deliberately murdered thou- 
sands of civilians because of 
their religion?” Danis asked. 

Francis expressed his views 
on America, Israel and Hamas in 
an recent interview with the 
Townsman. Below are excerpts 
from what he said. 

“People living in the United 
States are severely compromised 
when judging the actions of the 
Palestinian resistance because we 
are funding with our tax dollars 
the relentless racist oppression of 
Palestinian people, which meets 
the international definition of 
genocide. Our first responsibility 
is to stop the violent attacks 
against non-combatants done by 
Israel and funded by us. That has 
to come before we raise any 
questions about the choices 
Palestinians make,” said Francis. 

“If you aid and abet a rapist, 
can you comment on the choices 


the woman makes to stop the 
rape from occurring? Because 
the woman may use a tactic that 
you oppose on principle, should 
that make you any less insistent 
that the rape cease? Don’t make 
the excuse that she used a tactic 
that you oppose as an excuse to 
justify the rape. 

“I oppose violence against 
non-combatants, but it is com- 
pletely understandable that some 
Palestinians and other people in 
the world, having exhausted 
every non-violent approach to 


end their oppression, would 
choose violent acts against non- 
combatants. 

“I do not condemn the Pales- 
tinian people because the actions 
they are taking, given the cir- 
cumstances they face, (are) com- 
pletely understandable and with- 
in the bounds of normal human 
behavior. I have to ask myself, 
would I be any different? 

“I do condemn the Israeli 
attacks because they are the ones 
responsible for stopping the 
oppression. Under international 
law, the occupying power is 
responsible for the people under 
occupation.” 


Weiner said most of the stu- 
dents in SMEJ were interested in 
physics and primarily knew 
Francis from the classroom, but 
that Francis had never men- 
tioned SMEJ during his physics 
class. 

“I guess it was just sort of a 
coincidence,” Weiner said. “It 
might be that physics is about 
linking general laws together 
and that’s what this whole issue 
is about.” 

Francis said it should come as 
no surprise that SMEJ was pri- 
marily composed of students 
with an interest in physics. He 
said it is well documented that 
throughout history there has 
been a disproportionate number 
of physicists fighting for social 
change. 

“It should be expected. 
Physics is the rational applica- 
tion of fundamental, physical 
laws,” Francis said. “Similarly, 
as a human rights activist, I 
believe in the application of fun- 
damental human rights to all 
people, including Palestinians.”

and the town says it has 
increased in size from the pro- 
ject that was approved verbally. 
Neighbors never had a chance to 
offer input on the project. 

While there are concerns 
about the structure’s proximity 
to wetlands, and effects of the 
building on the neighborhood's 
water table, those concerns are 
not hardled by the zoning 
board. 


How many stories? 

The zoning board’s decision 
offers a different view of the 
building than offered by the 
Andover building izspector. The 
inspector determined the cabana 
was an accessory building locat- 
ed in the rear yard, aud that it 
was not in excess of 1.5 stories, 
the maximum height allowed for 
such buildings. 

While the zoning board 
agreed the structure is an acces- 
sory structure in Gibsons’ rear 
yard, it decided the building is 
in violation of the town’s height 
limit for such structures. 

“It seems that this is not a 
story and a half, whether it is 
two stories, or between one and 
a half and two,” said board 
member Peter F. Reilly. 

“The zoning board and con- 
servation commission have sep- 
arate statutes,” said Bob Dou- 
glass, director of the Conserva- 
tion Commission. “The com- 
mission decided it was more 


than a shed and it would require 
a filing under the town bylaw.

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Pending sale protects 
some affordable homes | 


Andover’s 10-percent level threatened 


By Alison McGonagle 

A nonprofit organization plans 
to buy a 220-unit affordable hous- 
ing development in Andover and 
keep 55 of the 220 units afford- 
able, while putting the rest on the 
market as condominiums. 

If the deal is finalized, 
Andover could maintain a 10-per- 
cent affordable housing stock and 
significant control over the type 
of affordable housing built in 
town during the next 15 years. 
But only if the controversial Aval- 
on Bay development — currently 
tied up in the courts — is built, 
according to Susan Stott, 
Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee member. 

Riverview Commons is set to 
be purchased by national non- 
profit group Preservation of 
Affordable Housing Inc. The 
apartment community, developed 
by John M. Corcoran & Co., and 
currently owned by Riverview 
Commons Associates Limited 
Partnership will change hands, 
with 55 units remaining income- 
restricted. That means these 55 
units will remain available to 
households that make 50 percent 
or less of the median income, 
$49,859. 

The Andover Housing Partner- 
ship Committee voted to autho- 
rize and sign a cooperation agree- 
ment on Monday. 


This will now be signed by 
POAH, the Andover committee, 
and the partnership that owns 
Riverview Commons. The agree- 
ment is just that — a document 
stating that the three parties will 
work together to achieve the 
mutual goal of keeping 55 units 
affordable. 

“It's been two years coming, 
and one year of negotiation,” said 
Susan Stott, Andover Housing 
Partnership Committee member, 
of the $35 million deal. “This pur- 
chase and sale agreement is very 
good news.” 

Under the state “anti-snob zon- 
ing law,” or Ch. 40B, the town is 
encouraged to maintain 10 per- 
cent affordable housing. Afford- 
able housing developers can more 
easily appeal zoning decisions in 
communities that have less than 
10 percent affordable housing. 
Towns such as Andover that are 
above the 10 percent threshold 
have more control over the types 
of projects that can be built. 

Because 55 Riverview Com- 
mons units are deemed “afford- 
able” by the state, the state had 
counted the project’s entire 220 
units towards Andover’s afford- 
able housing total. However, 
under the pending deal, POAH 
will make 55 affordable, and sell 
the rest as condominiums — mean-

said at 3, then they said at 5, and 
then I just stopped asking,” said 
Kate. “Her kidney decline didn’t 
come as quickly as expected. It 
came 16 years later.” 


Small kidneys, a lot of heart 

With a strict regimen of pills, 
Lizzie’s kidneys had always 
afforded her some normalcy — 
but only to a point. 

“Tt was like I only had a well 
of energy. If] used it up, that was 
all I had,” she said. 

A lack of energy never 
deprived Lizzie from doing the 
things she loved though. Lizzie 
has a passion for photography 
that she says is inspired by Don, 
an exhibitions manager at the 
MIT museum who holds a mas- 
ter’s degree in photography. She 
also enjoys painting and working 
with ceramics, “but photography 
is definitely the favorite,” she 
said. One of her paintings, a 
portrait of Don, is currently on 
display at the Andover Histori- 
cal Society. 

“Lizzie sees things a little dif- 
ferently,” said Kate, looking at 


| one of her more abstract paint- 


ings. “Art has gotten her through 
a lot.” 

Lizzie wants to attend the 
Massachusetts College of Art 
after high school, she said, and 


even after all the class time she 
| missed this year because of her 


operations, she plans to graduate 
2007. 
“There’s been ups and downs, 


| but Lizzie has never seemed 


aware of them,” Kate said. “She 
never let her sickness define 
her.” 


Symptoms of failure 

Last August, Lizzie noticed 
herself becoming more easily 
and frequently fatigued than 
usual. She also found it increas- 
ingly difficult to fall asleep. In 
September, as she tried to settle 
into the fall semester at AHS, 
she developed constant 
headaches, painful calcium 
deposits on her eyes, and the 
worst symptom of kidney fail- 
ure, uncontrollable muscle 
spasms known as “restless legs.” 

“In the third week of Septem- 
ber, she really started to go 
downhill,” said Kate. 

Lizzie arranged with the 
school to attend classes in the 
afternoons only, generally not 
falling asleep until the early 
morning hours. 

“The insomnia got to me after 
a while,” she recalled. “I was not 


a happy camper.” 


In November, her condition 
deteriorated to the point where 
she could no longer attend 
school. Her kidneys were func- 
tioning at below 10 percent, but 
were oddly producing six liters 
of urine per day — three times 
what is considered normal. Doc- 
tors determined that a transplant 
was imminent, and that both of 
Lizzie’s malfunctioning kidneys 
would need to be removed. 

“They decided to go ahead 
with it in November,” her father

said. “I had been tested and con- 
firmed as the donor almost three 
years earlier. 

“The decision was easy.” 

A Children’s Hospital policy 
requiring organ donors to be at 
least 18 years old ruled out Han- 
nah as a possibility. 


Out with old, in with new 

In the days approaching 
Lizzie’s first surgery, the Stid- 
sens set up a Web page through 
Children’s Hospital to post 
updates for friends and family. 
Kate posted the first message on 
Dec. 4 at 11:08 p.m. 

“After 16 years of anticipa- 
tion, Lizzie is scheduled for 
surgery,” she wrote. “None of us 
thought it would happen as the 
Winter Solstice approaches, but 
if we've learned one thing in 16 
years it is that we have control of 
very little.” 

Two days later, Lizzie had 
both of her kidneys removed 
during a six-hour operation. 

“That was the most pain I’ve 
ever had in my life,” Lizzie 
recalled. “They had to cut 
through all the abdominal mus- 
cles on both sides of my body.” 

Following the operation came 
five hard weeks of dialysis - 
three times per week, four hours 
at a time. Lizzie had good days 
and bad days, but through it all 
maintained a calm demeanor 
that impressed everyone around 
her. 

“All of Lizzie’s nurses have 
great respect and admiration for 
her,” Kate wrote on their Web 
page. 

For Don, who would soon be 
on the operating table himself, 
her courage was infectious. 

“Lizzie was very brave,” he 
said. “After seeing her go 
through the double nephrectomy, 
she really put my mind at ease.” 

On Jan. 10, Don and Lizzie 
found themselves side by side in 
operating rooms so that doctors 
could remove his right kidney 
and walk it over to Lizzie. 

“I saw her go into surgery 
with a smile on her face and 
without a care in the world,” 
Don said. “She said ‘Oh, it’s 
easy. They give you the happy 
medicine and then you go to 
sleep and when you wake up, it’s 
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over.’ That’s exactly what hap- 
pened.” 

Doctors told Kate that it had 
been “a great day for a kidney 
transplant” after the surgery. She 
was there when both Don and 
Lizzie awoke in separate recov- 
ery rooms. 

“The first thing both of them 
asked was how the other was 
doing,” she said. 


The road to recovery 

Five months after the surgery, 
Lizzie said she has just about 
recovered completely. Closely 
monitored by her doctors, her 
body has shown no sign of 
rejecting Don’s kidney. Her vis- 
its to the hospital have gone from 
twice a week to once every other. 
She is responding well to her 
medications, feeling fortunate to 
be on a newly available drug 
protocol that does not include 
prednisone, a steroid with 
unpleasant side effects that many 
with kidney transplants have to 
take for the rest of their lives. 
She said she thinks she is “100- 
percent,” but can’t be sure 
because she doesn’t know what 
being 100-percent healthy actu- 
ally feels like. 

“T’ve never had much energy 
my whole life,” she said. “So to 
have energy — to be able to exer- 
cise and still have some energy 


left — is definitely nice. And the 
other thing is that now I can fall 
asleep in a half-hour. It used to 
take me hours and hours to fall 
asleep.” 

Lizzie started going back to 
school part-time at the end of 
March and will be taking sum- 
mer courses at Massachusetts 
College of Art over the summer. 

With Don back to work fuli- 
time and Lizzie going to school 
again, things are almost back to 
normal for the Stidsen family at 
their Wolcott Avenue home. 
They thank neighbors, friends 
and fellow members of North 
Parish Church for preparing 
meals and shoveling them out 
after snow storms. They thank 
the staff at Children’s Hospital, 
including the “unsung heroes” 
like the valet service and the 
people at the front desk, for tak- 
ing such wonderful care of 
Lizzie and Don. Lizzie thanks 
Kate and Hannah, for holding 
her hand — often literally 
—through the trying times of the 
past year. And she thanks Don 
most of all, for her love of art 
and his gift to her that changed 
the complexion of her world. 

When asked if she had any- 
thing special planned for 
Father’s Day this Sunday, Lizzie 
responded simply, “Anything he 
wants.”

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Relief effort: Andover High students 
come to the rescue of Lazarus House

N AN ATTEMPT TO GIVE BACK to an organi- 
[= that has given so much to its sur- 

rounding communities, a group of about 
20 Andover High School students traveled to 
the Lazarus House in Lawrence and helped 
clean up the damaged shelter. 

Lazarus House, a Lawrence multi-service 
ministry to the poor, owns three of the many 
buildings hit hard by the May floods. 

In a relief effort spearheaded by their 
Democracy & the Media teacher Brian Park- 
er, a group of about 20 AHS juniors raised 
$2,670 for Lazarus House through a large can 
drive and other methods. 

These juniors also traveled to Lazarus 
House on Friday, June 9, to physically clean 
up the damaged shelter. The group tackled 
miscellaneous odd jobs — ranging from tear- 
ing down broken drywall to moving pack- 
aged food to a safer location — at three of the 
seven buildings that make up the Lazarus 
House organization. 

“They just worked nonstop — four hours’ 
worth. They were awesome. 

There was nothing they weren't willing to 
do,” said Bridget Shaheen, Lazarus House 
director. 

“It feels good to help the community,” 
junior Paul Furness said. “We all need help 
sometimes.” 

Another current junior, Steve Vieira said, 
“It felt good to try and clean everything up. It 
doesn’t look like there’s been a lot of help out 
here. Simple things like picking up drywall 
and moving food just haven't been done. It’s 
pretty sad.” 

Lazarus House’s food pantry is open in its 
chapel currently, and Lazarus House hopes to 
relocate it soon. While a specific date has not 
been set yet to reopen its shelter, Lazarus 
House hopes to reopen it by mid-July, said 
Shaheen.

A stellar track record for AHS ’02 grad 
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Andover resident Alan Clarke says the 
path he chose was hard, but rewarding. 
And he’d do it all over again.

OME GUYS HAVE ALL THE 
S LUCK, and by looking at 

Andover resident Alan 
Clarke’s resume, you might 
think the high achiever is just 
one of those guys. The 2006 
Morehouse College valedic- 
torian has won awards for 
both math and poetry and had 
a successful career in sales. 
In 2007 he'll enter Harvard 
Law School. 

But Clarke makes it clear - 
his life has not been all fun 
and free drinks. 

“I made a conscious deci- 
sion that I would be as dedi- 
cated as possible, and remain 
goal-oriented,” said Clarke, a 
2002 Andover High School 
graduate, of his beginnings at 
Morehouse, an African 
American men’s college in 
Georgia, where he majored in 
English. “It was very taxing, 
but rewarding. I would do it all 
again.” 


Clarke’s exceptionally hard 
work was inspired by More- 
house’s high achieving student 
body, he said. 

“At AHS you had smart 
kids, bookworms, and ath- 
letes,” Clarke said. “In college 
everyone was good at every- 
thing. There were All-Ameri- 
cans in track that were Phi 
Beta Kappa grads as well.” 

To achieve academic excel- 
lence, he had to sacrifice many 
of the hallmarks of college 
life. 

“T couldn't go out and 
party,” he said. “I couldn't 
have a lot of experiences my 
friends were having. It was a 
lot of work, and a lot of strug- 
gle with little reward, aside my 
own rewards, that I felt.” 

Clarke’s rare determination 
likely began long ago, during 
his childhood in Roxbury 

“It was interesting, coming 
from a predominately black 
neighborhood to Andover,” 


said Clarke, who moved to 
town when he was 11 years 
old. “It was an interesting 
change of setting. I had to find 
my own identity.” 

After losing his mother at 
age 13, Clarke had to readjust, 
now growing up the only child 
in a single-parent family. 

“I had to get used to inter- 
acting with my father. My 
mom was always the buffer,” 
said Clarke. “It’s hard to repli- 
cate the mother-son relation- 
ship. It’s been a challenge to 
live with and communicate 
with my dad, but he’s proba- 
bly the biggest support in my 
life, and factor in my success.” 

Clarke’s father, a doctor, 
battles diabetes, but Clarke 
said that regardless, his father 
always puts him first. 

“It’s touching to know that 
as a grown man, I have that 
type of support behind me,” he 
said

Tearing down cabana tears down trust in officials 


Editor, Townsman: 
Daniel Casper, Zoning Board: 

For the last year or so, we 
have watched with concern and 
dismay as the town of Andover 
has acted with disdain and disre- 
gard for the rights of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel P. Gibson. 

These long-time citizens of 
Andover, sought and received 
permits from the town of 
Andover for the construction of 
their pool and related cabana. 
Further, they engaged compe- 
tent professionals to advise them 
and to effect the construction of 
both pool and cabana. They and 
their advisors sought and 
received the advice and approval 
of James Greer, the then director 
of conservation for the town of 
Andover. As Greer has stated in

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Loop for I-93 interchange shortchanges Andover 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission should adopt 
the findings of the Ballardvale- 
Lowell Junction Task Force 
report on a proposed new Inter- 
State-93 interchange, which 
offered “grave reservations” 
about Option Nine. The task 
force report concluded that 
Options Three and Four are 
worthy of further consideration. 
Of those, Option Three is the 
more appropriate. Option Nine 
is fatally flawed. Option Nine 
should be regarded as a non- 
Starter and omitted from further 
consideration. 

Option Three (the so-called 
trumpet design) would be less 
expensive to build, less expen- 
sive to maintain, have less envi- 
ronmental impact, place a lower 
burden on public infrastructure, 
and would be less detrimental to 
Andover’s quality of life. 

Conversely, Option Nine (the 
so-called loop design) would be 
the most expensive to build, 
most expensive to maintain, 
have the greatest environmental 
impact, place the greatest bur- 
den on public infrastructure, and 


result in the greatest diminution 
to Andover’s quality of life. If a 
new interchange is truly justi- 
fied, Option Three is the most 
intelligent, responsible, and 
intellectually honest way to go 
about it. 

Option Nine is not without its 
backers. It is the scheme favored 
by the Mills Corp. of Virginia, 
the town of Tewksbury, a hand- 
ful of real estate speculators and 
other special interests. All have 
been working feverishly to pro- 
mote Option Nine for their own 
benefit, in spite of its drawbacks 
to the residents of Andover. 

Option Nine is corporate 
welfare for the Mills Corp. 
Option Nine paves the way for a 
monstrosity like the Methuen 
Mall to be placed at Andover’s 
doorstep. It doesn’t take a clair- 
voyant to envision the impact 
Option Nine will have on 
Andover’s local streets. If you 
live in Andover, just picture the 
Route 213 Loop at the end of 
your driveway.

ing that 165 units will be lost toward the affordable hous- 
ing inventory. 

If the deal goes through, and Avalon Bay is built as 
approved, the town would be at 10.2 percent affordable 
units. However, Avalon Bay’s 115 rental units are also in 
jeopardy. If the courts rule against Avalon Bay and it is 
not built, the town would be at 9.2 percent. 

“We'll need to find another 90 units if Avalon Bay 
doesn’t go through. We’ll need 90 units someplace,” said 
Stott. “The town will have to work pretty hard to stay 
above 10 percent in the next two years.” 

If Avalon Bay and Riverview Commons are kept 
online, Andover will not need to worry about another 
major affordable apartment community becoming a mar- 
ket-rate development until 2021, when Andover Com- 
mons’ affordability deal is up for renegotiation. Andover 
Commons is located on Railroad Street near Wild Oats 
Supermarket and is home to many Andover senior citi- 
zens. 


Riverview Commons deal 

Had the owners of Riverview Commons decided to 
sell all units as market-rate units, it would have been a 
significant blow to Andover’s affordable housing efforts. 

Those involved with the deal believe it is a good one 
for all involved. 

“After a determined effort by all parties, we are pleased 
to enter into this agreement with POAH,” said Richard 
High, president of John M. Corcoran & Co. “It not only 
allows us to achieve a fair price for Riverview Commons’ 
investors, it provides for long-term preservation of afford- 
able units at Riverview Commons through POAH, a high- 
ly-qualified buyer, with credible financial capacity and 
strong leadership.” 

The Riverview Commons deal with POAH maintains 
only the 25 percent affordable housing, though the com- 
pany says if it can offer more units as afforable, it will. 
But that it isn’t favored by the real-estate market. 

“The fundamental challenge of the transaction is to do 
it at all,” said Amy Anthony, executive director of POAH., 
“because the current market values condos more than 
rental. We would do it all as rental if we could, but we 
can’t because the numbers won’t allow it. We will try to 
do more, and we are still investigating that. We have lots 
of work to do, and hurdles to overcome. We will be push- 
ing at every angle that will allow us to do more affordable 
housing at the Commons.” 
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I-93 interchange gains momentum 


MVPC: ‘Winnowed

Plans for a new Interstate 93 
interchange in Andover appear to 
be in the legislative fast lane. But 
the specific ramp alternative 
apparently supported by officials 
remains one that some Ballard- 
vale residents would like to see 
stopped in its tracks. 

House Speaker Salvatore 
DiMasi, D-Boston, said funds for 
the first phase of the Andover 
interchange project will be part of 
an upcoming state economic stim- 
ulus plan. DiMasi made his com- 
ments during a Friday, June 9, 
during a visit to Ballardvale-area 
drug maker Wyeth Biopharma. 

DiMasi, as well as Lt. Gov. 
Kerry Healey and other local law- 
makers, were at the biotech facili- 
ty to acknowledge the addition of 
150 new jobs at Wyeth and to dis- 
cuss the proposed interchange 
seen by many as an important step 
in further economic development 
of the Merrimack Valley. 

Bob Halpin, president of the 
Merrimack Valley Economic 
Development Council, said close 
to 6,500 employees now work 
around the junction of Andover, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, but 
traffic issues on local roads have 
made expansion difficult. 

With proper interstate access, 
Halpin predicted growth on the 
scale of 4,500 to 11,500 new jobs, 
along with $4.2 million to $6.6 
million in local property tax rev- 
enue. 

Last week the Merrimack Val- 
ley Planning Commission pub- 
lished an Interstate Justification 
Report detailing 10 possible plans 
for the new exit, three of which 
were advanced by Andover’s Low-

ell Junction Task Force. After 
input from public and private inter- 
ests, Halpin said legislators at Fri- 
day’s meeting agreed to move for- 
ward with a modified loop plan 
known as Alternative 9, the alter- 
native advanced with “grave con- 
cerns.” 

“Informally we've winnowed it 
down to one plan,” Halpin said. 
“It’s still subject to change, but this 
is the one most have adopted as a 
consensus.” 

Some Andover officials have 
expressed traffic concerns regard- 
ing Alternative 9, because it pro- 
vides no access to local Tewksbury 
roads on the west side of the inter- 
State, where Tewksbury has 


rezoned land for a proposed mall. 
“We all agree that an inter- 
change needs to go in there,” said 


Chris Huntress, chairman of 


Andover’s task force. “But with 
that plan Andover would be the 
only town with local access to the 
3.5 million square feet of land to 
be developed.” 

Halpin estimated that the first 
phase of the state- and federally- 
funded project, consisting of a $15 
million northbound ramp and con- 
nector to Ballardvale Road, may 
be in place by 2008 or 2009. 

State Rep. Barbara L Italien, D- 
Andover, said state funds may be 
allotted as early as next week, once 
the House and Senate work out 


their differences over the econom- 
ic stimulus bill. 

“This project is really at the top 
in terms of priority and scale,” she 
said. 

After the press conference 
Healey expressed her hopes but 
also skepticism about the bill, 
which has stalled in the Legisla- 
ture for a year. “We keep being 
told, ‘Any day, any week,"” she 
said. “I hope that’s true.” 

But state Sen. Susan Tucker, D- 
Andover, underlined the coopera- 
tive tone of state officials. 

“It’s a vision shared by Repub- 
licans and Democrats, the gover- 
nor, House and Senate,” she said, 
“These are the jobs of the future.”

Moriama Velez’s two children, son 
Kayhdel, 7, and daughter Katyanna, 4, 
saw their mother and other volunteers 
build a home for them in one week’s 
time last week. 

Three Andover builders lent their 
resources to the cause: Tom Childs of 
Childs Design and Construction, Dave 
Bryan of Blackdog Design/Rebuild/ 
Remodel, and Ken LaRose of Andover 
Equity Builders. 

“I am real happy,” said Velez, who 
at the Friday, June 9 dedication cere- 
mony held the first celebration on her 
new property. “I feel like it is a bless- 
ing. My kids are so excited to finally 
live in their own house, and have their 
own rooms.” 

To qualify for the home, Velez, a 
Lawrence native who has lived pre- 
dominately in housing projects and is 
currently a teller at the Lawrence Fire- 
fighter’s Credit Union, must complete 
500 hours of work with Habitat. The 
single mother is 70 hours shy, but plans 
to reach 500 hours by the end of July, 
at the latest. 

“I heard about the program from a 
co-worker two years ago,” said Velez.

The home comes complete 
with cable, Internet, and telephone 
hook ups, full appliances, and base- 
board heating. All materials were 
donated by local businesses, as well as 
all labor. 

Ken LaRose of Andover Equity 
Builders said he always wanted to be 
involved with Habitat for Humanity, 
but he never had the time or opportuni- 
ty. However, when Tom Childs, a mem- 
ber of the Habitat Board of Directors, 
contacted him, he knew the time was 
right. 

The story is the same for Dave 
Bryan at Blackdog. 

“Tom called, because we [all three 
Andover builders] run small business- 
es, and are very busy,” said Bryan. “I 
was concerned about the workload, 
because this had never been done 
before. The sheer logistics were of con- 
cern, so between the three of us, it 
seemed it would be a good distribution 
of resources.” 

Childs has been on the board for one 
year, but the Melrose Street home was 
his first. 

“It’s an exhilarating experience,” 


Childs said. “I will surely stay 
involved. Everyone has been great and | 
could not have done it myself. From the 
contacts who supplied the materials, to 
the help of Dave and Ken, it’s been such 
as success.” 

Those involved said there were few 
set backs. According to LaRose, a 
scheduled roofer backed out on Mon- 
day afternoon, but with four full work 
days ahead, the group scrambled and 
found another roofer by Tuesday mom- 
ing. 

All three businessmen say they will 
remain involved with the program. 

“I will certainly stay involved in 
some capacity,” said LaRose. “It’s a 
great thing, and I’ve worked with many 
caring people.” 

The Valez family plans to move into 
the home completely by November, 
once the house is completely ready, and 
her service hours helping other Habitat 
families are fulfilled.

When Clarke began at More- 
house in 2002, things changed 
again. 

“It was a great experience 
moving from a (white) majority 
culture at AHS, to the environ- 
ment of being around 3,000 edu- 
cated black males,” he said. “I 
had always been one of the only 
African American students in my 
classes. Coming to Morehouse 
allowed me to let my guard down 
and be myself. I no longer had to 
answer questions like ‘What do 
African-Americans think about 
civil rights?’” 

But as his college years came 
to aclose, Clarke still had to face 
questions about his future. He 
considered trying teaching, con- 
sulting, and investment banking. 
He said his English major pro- 
vided him with good experi- 
ences, including serving as man- 
aging editor of the Maroon Tiger 
newspaper, voted best college 
paper in Georgia in 2004. Under 
Clarke’s leadership the advertis- 
ing department raked in $50,000 
in revenue. Still, he wasn’t sold 
on sales, marketing or journalism 
as a career. 

“I have always been enam- 
ored of the Harvard name,” said 
Clarke. “It was in my back yard 
growing up, and I never looked 
at it seriously.” 

Then came the tuning point 
for Clarke. Ironically, it was at 
Morehouse’s Candle in the Dark 
award ceremony during his 
junior year. The ceremony hon- 
ors prominent members of the 
African American community 
and has honored Oprah Winfrey, 
Bill Cosby and Spike Lee in the 
past. 

Clarke was chosen to present 
an award to Harvard Law Profes- 
sor Charles Ogletree. 

“Meeting Professor Ogletree 
made me really want to go to the 
[Harvard] law school and estab- 
lish a relationship with him,” said 
Clarke. “I read about all the great 
things he did, and many of them 
were things I wanted to accom- 
plish on a social justice level. 
Harvard gives me the opportuni- 
ty and the resources to do that.” 

After his stellar run as an 
undergraduate, Clarke said he’s 
taking time to recoup. What’s he 
mean by that? Summer on Nan- 
tucket? Winter on the slopes? 
Guess again. He'll be taking 
summer courses at Dartmouth 
College’s Tuck School of Busi- 
ness, and then heading into the 
Asia Pacific Leadership Pro- 
gram. Not exactly the relaxing 
“year off” some might pursue. 

“I want to be involved in the 
expansion of Asian culture,” 
Clarke said. “Technological 
innovation is shifting to the east- 
ern world. As an African Ameri- 
can it is very important to me 
that African-Americans remain 
economic and socially viable 
when that shift occurs. I want to 
find ways to bridge gaps between 
cultures.” 

Don’t expect Clarke to forget 
his roots. 

Eventually, he sees himself in 
corporate law for a short time, 
before making a move to interna- 
tional work in the public interest 
field, particularly working with 
under-served minorities. 

He also said he’ll come back 
to Andover someday. 

“Some high school buddies 
and I have always said that we'd 
open an athletic facility in town,” 
said Clarke. “We always had 
great experiences on local teams. 
We want to give athletes a place 
to train.” 

If this business is anything 
like the rest of Clarke’s dreams, 
it seems he’ll stop at nothing to 
see it through to reality.

Senior Center garden gets new pieces in 
memory of tireless volunteer Pat Van Vleet

ITTERSWEET describes the touching 
B garden ceremony held earlier this 
week in remembrance of Pat Van- 
Vleet, a tireless advocate for Andover’s 
seniors. 

Tears flowed freely as those in attendance 
at Monday afternoon’s dedication remem- 
bered VanVleet’s can-do attitude on scores 
of senior projects around town and an amaz- 
ing upbeat energy that she always had even 
when the chips were down. 

Van Vleet was active with numerous com- 
mittees in town, including the Council on 
Aging, the Cable Television Committee and 
the Village Garden Club. Each group donat- 
ed to the Andover Senior Center’s outdoor 
garden in her memory. 

VanVleet became involved with these 
groups after being a devoted caregiver to her 
late husband and mother-in-law for 10 
years. In fact, she was a recipient of a care- 
giver award from Family Services. Van Vleet 
died in May 2005. 


“This is very emotional for me as 
Pat was a dear friend... and I am not 
embarrassed to cry,” said Select- 
man Mary Lyman, a Senior Cen- 
ter Task Force member with 
VanVleet. The task force 
pushed hard to get a new senior 
center in town. But voters 
rejected the project at Town 
Meeting in April 2005. 

“I remember when our 
signs (in support of the cen- 
ter) were late and got deliv- 
ered late on a Friday night. 

I called 
Pat and she said, ‘Give me 
half,’ and she put them up 
that night,” said Lyman.

He was born Dec. 14, 1958 in 
Hudson, N.Y., a place and region 
of which he was proud, and to 


which he was loyal. Whatever tra- 


jectories his rich life would trace, 


his teaching was always informed 
and tempered by the vivid curiosi- 
ties and fertile friendships of the 
Upstate New York town life. Hav- 
ing graduated from Hudson High 
School in 1976, he entered Dart- 
mouth College, where his gift for 
the language, his indefatigable 
creativity and magnetic personali- 
ty found fruition. He was an avid 
skier, unrelenting tennis player 
and deft left-handed pool shooter, 
a skill he honed as a member of 
Alpha Theta fraternity. 

Among his most cherished 
college experiences was a per- 
sonal and professional friend- 
ship with Ted Geisel.

Seuss his mentor, he was well 
on his way to a variegated career 
as teacher, writer, house coun- 
sellor, coach, professional editor 
and music critic, radio broad- 
casting personality, founder of a 
score of campus literary maga- 
zines, and an ideal institutional 
propellant for a school about to 
enter a new millennium. 

Hired as a teaching fellow in 
1980, he joined the faculty as 
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instructor in English after earn- 
ing a master’s degree in English 
from Brown in 1982. He mas- 
tered the works of the satirists 
Swift and Twain, specialized in 
the Romantic Poets and Shake- 
speare, and after a sabbatical to 
Santa Fe, N.M., in 1991-92, 
made Native American, Central 
and South American literature 
his specialty. 

“His classroom was a hot- 
house of intellect, a haven of hip 
and a profound reservoir of 
teacherly love,” his colleagues 
said. He served a term as Eng- 
lish Department chairman, a 
time of exciting growth and 
experimental flowering, and 
helped shape policy and give 
direction to the school in its 
non-academic functions. 

It was as a house counselor 
(Eaton Cottage, Bishop Hall and 
Thompson House) where he 
struck his most enduring ties 
with his students, as general 
manager of WPAA where he 
rose to cult status, not just on 
campus, but at the farthest 
reaches of the station’s signal in 
far-flung New England. His

Woodward 


Was assistant minister at 
Christ Church 


The Rev. Canon Donald R. 
Woodward, 93, an Episcopal 
priest who served the church for 
more than 60 years, died Friday, 
June 9, at his residence at River- 
woods, Exeter, N.H. 

His years of services includ- 
ed Christ Church in Andover 
and other churches in Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont, Kansas, and 
New York. He was dean of the 
Episcopal Cathedral in Kansas 
City, Kansas and vicar of Trinity 
Church, Wall Street, New York. 

Rev. Woodward was born 
and raised in Taunton, the son of 
Leroy Woodward and Ruth Lil- 
lian (Robertson), and graduated 
from Bowdoin College, 
Brunswick, Maine. 

Upon completing studies at 
the General Theological Semi- 
nary in New York City, Rev. 
Woodward, in 1940, was called 
to the Chapel of the Intercession 
in New York City, as curate. 

Three years later, he moved 
to Lynn, to serve as Rector of 
the Church of the Incarnation. It 
was while in Lynn, that he met 
Madeleine (Proctor), of Newton, 
who worked at the YMCA in 
Boston. They were married at 
the Church of the Advent in 
Boston, in 1947. 

Rev. Woodward, with his 
wife and two young children, 
moved to Vermont, where he 
served as rector of St. Peter’s 
Church in Bennington and rec- 
tor of St. Paul’s Church in 
Burlington. 

In 1957, Rev. Woodward 
moved with his young family of 
four children to Kansas City 
where he was dean of Grace and 
Holy Trinity Cathedral for more 
than 10 years. He was called 
back to New York City, as vicar 
of Trinity Church, but before 
departing Kansas City he was 
made a permanent honorary 
Canon of the Cathedral. 

In New York, Rev. Wood- 
ward later served as rector of 
Church of the Holy Commu- 
nion, where he helped oversee 
the merger with St. George’s 
Church and Calvary Church to 
form one congregation. 

In his ministry, Rev. Wood- 
ward was involved in the com- 
munities where he served, such 
as membership in the Rotary 
Club and programs on behalf of 
alcoholism prevention and treat- 
ment. He also gave priority to 
pastoral ministry, serving mem- 
bers of his congregation. 

At Trinity Church, located at 
the head of Wall Street, he 
helped start a Wall Street 
Lawyers Ministry, and a week- 
day, noontime ministry, opening 
up the church for lunchtime con- 
certs and setting up painting sta- 
tions outside the church in the 
summer for people to relax and 
paint. 

He supported civil rights 
causes in Kansas City, and, in 
New York, led an antiwar pro- 
cession, from Trinity Church, 
down Wall Street, during the 
Vietnam War. 

Rev. and Mrs. Woodward 
moved to Newburyport in 
retirement, where Rev. Wood- 
ward remained involved with 
the church, serving as tempo- 
rary, interim minister at St. 
James the Less in Scarsdale, 
N.Y.; St. Paul’s Church in New- 
buryport; Trinity Church in Mel- 
rose; Christ Church in 
Portsmouth, N.H.; St. David's in 
Radnor, Pa.; and Church of the 
Advent in Boston. 

He was also an interim min- 
ister at Christ Church in 
Andover, later working for sev- 
eral years part time as assistant 
minister. 

Rev. Woodward was an avid 
reader, theater-goer, and lover of 
opera and Boston Symphony 
concerts. He loved gardening, 
and taking his family on vaca- 
tions each summer. He took 
advantage of retirement, in 
between interim ministry jobs, 
to take several trips with Mrs. 
Woodward to England, France, 
Italy and other countries in 
Europe. 

Rev. and Mrs. Woodward 
lived for the past 12 years at 
Riverwoods in Exeter, an assist- 
ed-living residence for seniors, 
where they made many friends 
and became active in several 
committees. 

In addition to his wife, mem- 
bers of his family include a sis- 
ter, Marjorie Richmond of Nor- 
ton; children, Gretchen Park of 
Kensington, Md., Michael 
Woodward of Hampton Falls, 
N.H.; Merideth Colon of 


Franklin Square, N.Y., and Chris 
Woodward of Chelmsford; nine 
grandchildren; and one great- 
granddaughter.

Not an excuse. Just a state- 
ment of fact.

— seeded No. 4 in a 20-school 
field — lost a heartbreaking 3-2 
decision to a Dual County 
League powerhouse in the Divi- 
sion 1 North Tournament semifi- 
nals. 

For the past two years, it was 
Concord-Carlisle — which went 
on to win the state title in both 
2004 and 2005 — doing the deed. 

This spring, it was Newton 
South, which finished 21-1 after 
losing a 3-2 decision to DCL 
rival Westford Academy in the 
North final at the Winchester 
Indoor Tennis Club.

Phid Dantos said 
that in 1969, when he 
owned Pete’s, as the 
Andover Spa was called for 
decades, he sold 1600 
coconuts before noon. The tradition is dying but 
not dead. 

When I was a kid, on Decoration Day (as 
Memorial Day was usually called then) coconuts 
were ubiquitous down town, with no self-respect- 
ing Andover child being without one. We carried 
them as badges of honor. Decoration Day origi- 
nated in 1866 and the word “decoration” comes 
from “decorating” graves, usually with flowers. 
For many years, the names Decoration Day and 
Memorial Day were used interchangeably, but it 
was mostly called “Decoration Day” in our part 
of the country. In 1967, federal law officially des- 
ignated it as “Memorial Day.” In 1971, the day 
was declared a national holiday, and was moved 
from May 30 to the last Monday of May to create 
a three-day weekend. Flags are flown at half mast 
from dawn until noon. 

Bessie Punchard Goldsmith addressed the 
coconut/Decoration Day custom twice: first on 
May 28, 1920, in her regular Zownsman column 
and again in her 1964 book Townswoman's 
Andover. Miss Goldsmith was a highly-respected 
citizen of the town who had a big personality. She 
lived a long life, 1882 to 1974, and I was fortu- 
nate enough to have met her several times during 
my teens and young adulthood. Her father had 
been the long-standing headmaster of Punchard 
High School, and Bessie gained her middle name 
from a contest her father presented to his students 
upon Bessie’s birth, asking them to give Bessie a 
middle name. (David Dargie, who is the manag- 
er and warden of the Goldsmith reservation and 
lives in the bungalow on the reservation, told this 
story to me). 

In addition to writing, Miss Goldsmith, who 
lived in what is now known as the Goldsmith 
House at 60 Elm St., taught home economics in 
the Andover Schools and was a part-time police- 
woman. For much of the first half of the 20th 
Century, she was one of the dominant figures in

Andover and was involved in many of the town’s 
significant organizations: the November Club, 
the Historical Society, the Andover Garden Club 
and AVIS. She also was on the Tercentennial 
Committee that, in 1946, gave Andover as good a 
celebration as it ever enjoyed and a wonderful 
book about Andover called, Andover, What It 
Was, What It ls. 

Three stories beautifully sum up Miss Gold- 
smith’s personality. In the book, Andover, A Cen- 
tury of Change, 1896-1996, author Eleanor Mot- 
ley Richardson wrote that following a visit to a 
Boston garden show, Miss Goldsmith was asked 
her opinion of the show’s quality. She tersely 
responded, “Too much mink, not enough 
manure.” 

A second story in Ms. Richardson’s book 
describes Miss Goldsmith’s sometimes unusual 
attire. According to Ms. Richardson, in the 1930s 
(a rather formal time) when Andover women 
appeared downtown in hats and white gloves, 
Goldsmith was known to be seen in knickers, big 
boots, and a tam-o’shanter. 

Occasionally, Bessie even smoked a pipe. 

The third story about Miss Goldsmith comes 
from Mr. Dargie, (mentioned above) who says a 
well-known yarn is that when Goldsmith resided 
in her father’s bungalow she would observe peo- 
ple coming onto her 170 acres with buckets, 
intent on filling them with blueberries. After 
awhile, the berry pickers would attempt to leave 
the property on the path next to the bungalow. 
There, they would see the stern face of Miss 
Goldsmith, standing on her porch, rifle in hand, 
thanking them for collecting blueberries for her, 
and telling them to empty their buckets into a 
container next to the house. 

Miss Goldsmith, as definitively as ever it will, 
or can, be historically detailed, described the ori- 
gins of the “cocoanut” (as it was spelled in her 
time), Memorial Day tradition. Neither Sarah 
Loring Bailey’s Historical Sketches of Andover 
(1880), nor Claude M. Fuess’ 1959 book, 
Andover, Symbol of New England discuss the 
custom. Many of us, including Miss Goldsmith, 
grew up thinking that, in America, coconuts were 
to Decoration Day what turkey was to Thanks- 
giving; it just wasn’t so. Miss Goldsmith tells 
the story of living out of Andover for the first 
time; it was 1900, and she was in a Boston school 
when she “wailed” that her Decoration Day had 
passed without a coconut. Her complaint was met 
with the “puzzled stares” of her school mates, 
who hadn't a clue what Bessie was talking about. 

When Miss Goldsmith writes about the ori- 


gins of Andover’s unique tradition, she notes that 
by the 1880s children were buying coconuts in 
Andover for Decoration Day. She 
mentions that there were three 
possible candidates for the origi- 
nal tradition: Simeone’s Variety 
Store in the Musgrove building, 
Basso’s Store at 27 Main St., or 
Bacigalupo’s Market at 42 Main 
St. However, she emphatically 
states that Bacigalupo’s was the 
original outlet for coconuts on 
Memorial Day and was the store 
of her first coconut purchase. She 
believes that the only connection 
to the day dedicated to our “hon- 
ored dead” and coconuts was that 
it was the only season during the 
year when coconuts were avail- 
able in stores. 

I’m sure that Miss Gold- 
smith’s first purchase of a Deco- 
ration Day coconut was at Bacigalupo’s (she was 
emphatic, using the word “No” with an exclama- 
tion point, that the earliest coconuts were not sold 
at Simeone’s or Basso’s). However, I must men- 
tion that, by 1909, 42 Main St. — the former site 
of Bacigalupo’s, unless it had moved — had 
become The Metropolitan Bakery owned by my 
grandmother, Mary Dalton. I never heard it said 
by any member of my family that coconuts were 
sold at The Metropolitan. Therefore, the tradi- 
tional outlet for Decoration Day coconuts must 
have passed to another store after Bacigalupo’s. 
“Pete's” took over the tradition of selling the 
coconuts sometime after it opened in 1921, so 
there is a space of several years between Baci- 
galupo’s and Pete’s. 

According to Ms. Richardson’s book, Phidias 
Dantos, the son of one of one of the original own- 
ers of Pete’s, says that the coconut tradition was 
at Basso’s fruit store before it passed to his fami- 
ly’s business. Aha! Then, on the basis that we 
will never get any better infor- 
mation, let it rest that the 
coconut/Memorial Day custom 
began at Bacigalupo’s, passed 
to Basso’s, and ended up at 
Pete’s (the Andover Spa).

1911. In addition to being a day of remembrance, 
Memorial Day is the unofficial start of summer 
and a day for families to gather, 
especially since the holiday 
became part of a three day week- 
end. 

Perhaps Miss Goldsmith best 
summed this duality of the holi- 
day when she wrote in 1920: “The 
small boys will be scurrying 
everywhere, armed, we hope, with 
the traditional Decoration Day 
cocoanut... A cocoanut smashed 
against a stone wall or even a 
stone in a churchyard and gnawed 
from the shell while listening to 
the band had a flavor of peculiar 
excellence as anyone who has 
COURTESY PHOTO tried it will testify. 

“An indelible picture has been 
printed in my mind of a Memori- 
al Day scene many years ago 

when a well-known Andover clergyman (the 
Rey. Frank R. Shipman, pastor of South Church, 
a man of outstanding dignity), that year the orator 
of the day, in the dignity of a frock coat and silk 
hat descended from a barouche [a carriage with a 
collapsible top] drawn up beside South Church. 
In one hand he bore a generous bouquet, in the 
other hand an American flag - and a cocoanut.” 

Yet, although that duality exists, we should 
remember that Memorial Day is primarily a day 
dedicated to the memories of those who have 
died for our country. I look forward to seeing the 
new memorial in the Park.
